Russian and Japan* se peace m issions 
have submitter! themselves 
to intro­ 
duction and like wise to all of the cere­ 
monies of welcome and reception on 
the part of tho United States govern­ 
ment and 
the state of 
New Hamp­ 
shire, and are now on the eve of fac­ 
ing each other for the purpose of end­ 
ing the war in the far East. lf possi­ 
ble, and consummating a permanent 
peace between the two great nations. 
During the day they will meet in 
the naval stores building of the Ports­ 
mouth navyyard. 
The Russian pleni­ 
potentiaries 
will examine 
the cre­ 
dentials and powers which the em ­ 
peror 
of Japan 
has delegated 
to 
Baron Komura and Minister Takahi- 
ra. and in turn the Japanese plenipo­ 
tentiaries will scrutinize the powers 
which the Russian emperor has cen­ 
tered upon M. Witte and Baron Ro­ 
sen. 
The second day’s session, to take 
place Thursday or Friday, 
it is ex­ 
po ted, will be devoted either to a 
consideration of the Japanese peace 
terms, 
or to a 
proposition for 
an 
armistice by the Russian plenipoten­ 
tiaries. 
It has been estimated that if 
a basis 
of negotiation for 
peace is 
found, 
the actual negotiations 
will 
c< n sn me something like five w eeks’ 
time, before a treaty can be perfected 
and signed. 


Replete W it h Ceremony. 


The landing and 
reception of the 
■ envoys 
Tm -day was 
a function re- 
| pieta with ceremony. 
The dignity of 
the nation’s salutes 
was contrasted 
.ith the hearty exclamations of good 
will on the part of thousands of per­ 
son- 
who thronged 
the 
streets 
of 
Portsmouth and surrounded the court­ 
house. where Governor McLane pro­ 
noun! od his cordial words of welt one. 
The i nvoys of both Japan and Rus­ 
sia were numb affected by the demon­ 
stration of the American public. 
M. 
Witte rode through the business sec­ 
tion of the' town with his tall silk hat 
raised above his head in constant ac­ 
knowledgement of salutes. 
Ambassa­ 
dor Rosen, in the same carriage, was 
also uncovered in honor of the cheer­ 
ing crowd. 
In the carriages follow­ 
up u were the two Japanese envoys, 
and they, too. were not remiss in re­ 
sponding 
to 
the hurrahs 
of 
tho 
crowds. 
Three carriages were occu­ 
pied by each mission, and in the pro­ 
cession through the streets of Ports­ 
mouth 
the Russian and 
Japanese 
were given alternate 
positions, the 
first, third and fifth carriages w'ere 
Russian and the second, fourth and 
sixth Japanese. 
The public was rigorously excluded 
from the navyyard, where the envoys 
came ashore. 
The 
landing was ef­ 
fected most expeditiously, and every­ 
thing moved without the slightest in­ 
terruption. 
The 
Russian suite 
was 
proceeding to the breakfast room from 
the landing when the salute from the 
battery announced the landing of the 
Jai anese. 


Envoys Formally Welcomed. 


The envoys were met at the court­ 
house by Third Assistant Secretary 
ot State Peirce, who first presented 
M. Witte to Governor 
McLane and 
then Baron Komura. 
The senior Rus­ 
sian commissioner presented his suite 
to the chief executive of New Hamp­ 
shire 
and the Japanese 
plenipoten­ 
tiary 
did 
likewise. 
Governor

Lane’s formal speech of welcome was 
listened to with great interest by both 
parties. 
At the

the 
Russians -were

The 
group was then surrounded by

No one except the governor’s staff 
and council, United States Senators 
Burnham and Galllnger, Representa­ 
tives Sulloway and Currier, and As­ 
sistant Sec retary Peirce were present 
at the courthouse functions, although 
crowds surrounded the building.

In principle the national assembly 
will be a deliberative and consultative 
body for the discussion of measures 
laid before it by the emperor or his 
ministers.

It is plain that Sept. 17, IT T .

tion of Independence is the cornerstone 
of a glorious republic, tin* federal con­ 
stitution is the completed edifice of a 
nr:,giibinqit'-'t'Ilion.— w ithout tho non-' 
stitution the Declaration becomes of 
little value. 
The 17th day of Septem ­ 
ber should be observed with patriotic 
veneration. 
The great instrum ent of nationality, 
for the preservation of which hun dreds 
of thousands of our loyal citizens gave 
their lives, ceased to be att experim ent 
after nearly eighty years of te s t and 
strain, 
it has m eant far m ore since 
1803 than before the final overthrow of 
the doctrine of state rights, an d it will 
mean still more to us with each com ­ 
ing year. 
Intelligent citizens oug ht to 
la* perfectly fam iliar not only w ith Its 
spirit, but with 
every 
section and 
clause. 
It certainly is well w o rth att 
hour’s time on every anniversary of 
its adoption by the members of the 
constitutional convention to stu d y it 
carefully and weigh Just how n e a r our 
governm ent at Washington com es to 
respecting its imperative provisions.
